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Residents’ 
group calls for 
review of road 
safety at the 
Waterfront 


BARRY Waterfront residents 
are calling for a review of local 
road safety following a col¬ 
lision that took place at the 
junction of Ffordd y Mileniwm 
and Ffordd y Dociau which 
involved a car and motorbike. 

In February, The GEM reported 
residents’ concerns after two accidents 
in a single day. 

This week, Paul Motte, chair 
of Barry Waterfront Community 
Residents’ Association appealed to 
the Vale Council and Waterfront 
developers to investigate road safety 
to reassure residents and visitors to 
Barry Island. 

Mr Motte said: “I am really sad¬ 
dened to hear that there was an acci¬ 
dent on the development on May 9. 
The residents’ association has made 
formal representations on several 
occasions for road safety concerns to 
be investigated and to make the three 
traffic light controlled junctions safe 
and to ensure speed awareness along 
Ffordd y Mileniwm. 


“We are calling for urgent action 
from both the Vale Council and the 
consortium of developers.” 

Mr Motte added: “Road safety has 
been a matter of great concern for 
the residents’ association committee 
since we formed over a year ago and 
we have been very frustrated by the 
apparent lack of care and attention this 
matter has been given. 

“We have decided to set up an 
online petition, calling on residents 
and the wider community to help 
us illustrate just how important this 
situation is and to put pressure on 
the consortium and the Vale Council 
to act now, before more preventable 
accidents occur.” 

The association says local residents 
have reported ‘near misses’ and 
‘confused drivers’ at the traffic light 
junctions leading to Premier Inn, Asda 
and the Island car park. 

The association wants clear road 
markings, filter lights and new road 
signage, which it believes would lower 
the risk of accidents.

Scam warning 
after fraudsters 


con couple 
out of £10,000 


OFFICERS 
in Penarth are 
warning the public 
to be cautious and 
vigilant after a 
couple lost £10,000 
to fraudsters. 

South Wales Police is 
currently investigating a 
fraud where a couple in 
Penarth were called last 
week out of the blue by 
someone claiming to be 
from their bank. 

The fraudsters told 
the victim that money 
was being removed from 
their account and to keep 
it safe, they needed to 
move their money into 
another account. 

Legitimate organisa¬ 
tions such as your bank, 
HMRC or police will 
never call you asking 
you to transfer money. 
Neither will they ask 
you for your pin or full 
banking password. 

Penarth Inspector 
Andy Rice said: “We 
urge everyone to remem¬ 
ber that the police, banks 
or HMRC would never 
contact you and ask for 
you to transfer money 
to ‘keep safe’ - this is 
a scam. 

“These fraudsters are 
manipulative, calculating 
and operate extremely 
professionally, and it is 
understandable that vic¬ 
tims may believe these 
calls to be genuine. In 


this case, it appears the 
fraudsters have spoofed 
the telephone number of 
the victims’ bank. 

“Our advice is to treat 
all unsolicited calls with 
caution. Do not feel 
pressurised into making 
a quick decision - a gen¬ 
uine organisation won’t 
mind giving you time to 
stop and thi nk . 

“If you receive a call 
that seems to come from 
your bank or a similar 
organisation, say you 
will call them back. But 
use another phone line, 
such as a mobile phone 
or landline, or wait at 
least five minutes before 
using the same line. 

“If you have received 
any suspicious calls you 
can report it on 101 or 
Action Fraud 0300 123 
2040.” 

Remember our top 
tips: 

• If something seems 
too good to be true, it 
probably is. 

• Banks, police and 
HMRC will never ask 
for personal details, 
bank details, or for you 
to withdraw money from 
your account. 

• Never tell anyone 
your PIN, and never 
enter it into a telephone.

Llandow waste tip - 
what is the Vale 
Council planning? 


F urther 

to Mrs J 
E Davies’ 
letter to The GEM 
(March 21) headed 
‘Road service is 
deteriorating at 
waste tip’, one of 
several such letters 
over many years, 

I noted that the 
Vale Council came 
back with the usual 
response, ie that the 
centre is located on 
private land and 
so is not owned or 
maintained by the 
council. 

The council also 
stated that it was 
considering the future 
of the site and the possi¬ 
bility of moving the site 
elsewhere. 

I contacted the 
council on March 18, 
and asked to speak with 
the officer responsible 
for the site. One week 
later I received a call 
in which the officer 
indicated that there was 
nothing they could do 
at the present time and 
stated I would need to 
submit a Freedom of 
Information request to 


obtain specified further 
information. 

On March 25 I 
submitted such a request 
asking for the date the 
lease would end, the 
annual rental figure, 
and the approximate 
tonnage collected from 
the site. I eventually 
received a formal reply 
on May 7. This stated 
that the lease expires in 
December 2019, details 
of the rental could not 
be provided due to such 
fees being of a commer¬ 
cially sensitive nature, 
and that the tonnage 
figure removed from the 
site between April 2017 
and March 2018 was 
3,512 tonnes. 

It appears entirely rea¬ 
sonable to say that the 
tonnage collected would 
be significantly greater if 
the access was more user 
friendly. 

With the lease ending 
in December 2019, it 
appears clear that the 
council now needs to 
come up with a far 
more responsible and 
respectful response 
than saying that they 
are ‘considering’ the 
future of the site and the 
‘possibility’ of moving 
the site elsewhere. Their

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Future control of the 
Vale Council 
hangs in the balance 


THE leader of the 
Vale Council, Cllr 
John Thomas, has 
resigned from the 
Conservative party 
after he joined his 
cabinet in walking 
away from the party 
group. 

It is understood Cllr 
Thomas is among five 
councillors who have 
resigned from the 
Conservative party after 
pledging to form a new 
independent group on 
the council. Three other 
councillors now sitting as 
independents have yet to 
confirm their intentions. 

The GEM has also 
been told the councillors 
who currently remain 
in the party face sus¬ 
pension from the Vale 
Conservatives and action 
may be taken soon. 

Cllr Michael Morgan, 
who joined the council 
leader and his cabinet in 
resigning from the coun¬ 
cil group, has also con¬ 
firmed his resignation. 

The leader of the new 
independent group is Cllr 
Ben Gray. 

The other councillors 
who have resigned are 
deputy leader of the 
council. Hunter Jarvie, 
cabinet members Geoff 
Cox, Jonathan Bird and 
Andrew Parker and Cllr 


Kathryn McCaffer. Cllr 
Thomas and his cabinet 
remain in the ruling body 
as independent members. 

A new administration 
is expected to be formed 
at the Vale Council’s 
AGM on May 20. 

The resignations 
came after Cllr Vince 
Bailey was elected Vale 
Conservative group 
leader following a vote 
by Tory councillors. He 
says he will propose a 
minority administration. 

There is speculation 
that the new independent 
group would prop up an 
administration led by 
Labour and also include 
Llantwit First. 

Cllr Thomas said: 
“My issue is the way 
Cllr Bailey wants to take 
the group and, if he gets 
the chance, the council. I 
don’t think it’s going to 
work. In his manifesto, 
he’s rejecting any income 
generation opportunities. 

“He’s rejecting the 
savings that we have put 
in place and he’s saying 
he will keep council 
tax below the level of 
inflation. 

“I don’t think he would 
be prepared to make the 
decisions necessary to 
keep the council on a 
decent financial footing 
which we have managed 
to do over the last couple 
of years.” 


The exodus from the 
Conservative group 
leaves the party with just 
15 councillors. 

In his manifesto, 
Clh Bailey is pledging 
to scrap proposals 
to introduce new car 
parking charges in the 
Vale, stop the ‘closure’ 
of Llancarfan Primary 
School and curb infla¬ 
tion-busting council tax 
rises. 

He also pledges to 
deliver the Dinas Powys 
Bypass, reviewthe Vale’s 
Local Development Plan 
and oppose the Barry 
incinerator. 

Cllr Bailey said: 
“Unfortunately, too 
many people feel that 
their views are simply 
being ignored and that 
Vale consultations are 
just tick box exercises. 
Take the proposals 
around car parking 
charges, or the closure 
of Llancarfan School. I 
don’t think anyone out¬ 
side of the Civic Offices 
believes that those deci¬ 
sions weren’t already 
done deals, and that’s 
simply unacceptable. 

“I’ve been criticised 
for wanting to listen to 
the people who elected 
me, and I make no apol¬ 
ogies for that. Under my 
leadership, that’s exactly 
what would happen and 
while I do accept that

sions to be taken, we 
have to take the public 
with us - not ignore their 
legitimate concerns.” 

Conservative coun¬ 
cillor for Dinas Powys, 
Andrew Robertson, has 
blasted the splitters for 
their “entitlement” and 
called for them to be 
banned. 

He said: “The way in 
which they reacted to 
losing that vote demon¬ 
strates a level of entitle¬ 
ment that is dangerous 
in a politician. There has 
been a growing feeling 
among the Conservative 
group as a whole that the 
electorate of the Vale are 
not being well served by 
the cosy establishment 
that exists within the 
council. 

“Increasingly we have 
felt that those things that 
the electorate wanted us 
to do are being denied 
them, and that those 
things that the electorate 
do not wish to happen 
are being rammed down 
their throats. 

“I cannot say how 
the Conservative 
Association will deal 
with the rebels, but my 
advice would be that they 
should be banned from 
the Conservative Party 
for life. 

“Most have had the 
benefit of safe seats in 
communities such as 
Cowbridge, St Athan, 
Peterston-super-Ely 
and Plymouth ward in 
Penarth. I never wish to 
see them being allowed 
to stand again in those 
seats on a Conservative 
ticket. They should never 
be forgiven.” 

Cllr Morgan pledged 
to work for the benefit 
of everyone in his ward 
of Peterston-Super-Ely 
after resigning as a 
Conservative. 

He said: “This is not 
a decision I have taken 
lightly and has been 
reached after a great 
deal of careful thought. 
I respect all our council¬ 
lors, regardless of their 
political persuasions, for 
their work within the 
Vale Council and in their 
wards.

Dinas man to run D-Day 
beaches for military charity 


A DINAS Powys 
man will be running 
44 miles along the 
Normandy coast to 
mark the 75th anni¬ 
versary of D-Day 
on June 6. 

RAF reservist, Martin 
Wade, will be follow¬ 
ing a route across the 
invasion beaches to raise 
money for the military 
mental health charity. 
Combat Stress. 

He will also be taking 
on the challenge in mem¬ 
ory of his grandfather. 
Sergeant Bert Wade, 
who landed with the 
Royal Engineers on the 
beaches of Normandy. 

The 49-year-old, who 
has competed in many 
half-marathons, mar¬ 
athons and ultra-mara¬ 
thons, said that although 
this was among the 
toughest challenges he 
has taken on, he was 
conscious of the much 
tougher challenge facing 
men who landed on 
those beaches on D-Day 
in 1944. 

Martin said: “The 44 
miles will be gruelling, 
but it’s nothing com¬ 
pared to the experience 
of those who went ashore 
75 years ago. We can 
only imagine what it felt 
like to wait in a pitching 
landing craft, not know¬ 
ing if you would be cut 


down in a hail of fire or 
if you would survive to 
the end of the day. 

“Some did make it 
through, like my grand¬ 
dad, but many didn’t 
and I will be thinking of 
them as I run along those 
beaches.” 

Martin serves with 
Number 614 (County of 
Glamorgan) Squadron of 
the Royal Auxiliary Air 
Force, Wales’ only RAF 
Reserves unit. He will be 
joining runners who will 
also be raising money for 
military charities includ¬ 
ing The British Limbless 
Veterans Charity. 

Martin said that he 
is proud to be raising 
money for Combat 
Stress and to support the 
work they do: “Combat 
Stress have been helping 
former servicemen and 
women deal with issues 
like post-traumatic stress 
disorder (PTSD), anxi¬ 
ety and depression for 
100 years and have been 
there to help veterans 
from all the wars the UK 
has fought since then. 
Today, they support and 
give specialist treatment 
to veterans and I hope 
my fundraising will help 
them in the work they 
do.”

Alison 
Jones, owner of restau¬ 
rant Crepe Escape had 
already replaced plastic 
straws, cutlery and cups 
in her business and 
played an important role 
in the campaign steering 
group by engaging and 
encouraging other local 
businesses.

Gideon Calder, GPG 
chair and steering group 
member said: “We are 
delighted that the com¬ 
munity’s efforts to tackle 
this important issue have 
been recognised with the 
award of the SAS Plastic 
Free Community status. 

“Of course, Penarth 
will never be completely 
free of plastic, but this 
campaign will seriously 
reduce the use of pollut¬ 
ing single use plastics in 
our community.” 

Rachel Yates, SAS 
plastic free communities 
project officer, said: “It’s 
great to see the work 
that Penarth has done to 
reduce the availability of 
avoidable plastics, raise 
awareness and encour¬ 
age people to refill and 
reuse.”

Burst water main and work at

“On May 10, there were eight Dwr 
Cymru vans parked at Tesco on Port 
Road during the latest ‘burst water 


main’. This is the third time a water 
main has burst in this area of Barry. Is 
it a coincidence?” 

A Welsh Water spokeswoman 
responded: “We were made aware of a 
burst water main in Barry in the early 
hours of Friday morning. May 10. This 
has now been repaired. We are very 
sorry for the inconvenience that was 
caused and assure everybody affected 
that we did all we could to restore 
normal service as quickly as possible. 

“We are carrying out work at 
Weycock Cross as part of a scheme 
by Vale Council to widen the road; 
however, this work is not connected to 
the burst water main.”

A PREGNANT cat was 
dumped and left for dead in 
a bin bag by the side of the 
road in Pontycymmer and was 
only discovered when children 
in a nearby garden heard 
her meows and alerted their 
father. 

“The children’s father went to 
investigate and found the cat inside 
a plastic bin bag - which had been 
tied in a knot to seal it,” said Sue 
Dobbs, manager of Cats Protection’s 
Bridgend Adoption Centre. 

“This was on Good Friday, the 
hottest day of the year so far. 

“Temperatures reached 21°C so it 
would have been extremely hot inside 
the bag and the poor cat inside had no 
escape route. 

“It’s unlikely the cat would have 
survived for much longer if she hadn’t 
been discovered when she was.” 

The member of the public took the 
cat - now named Friday after the day 
she was found - to Cats Protection’s 
Bridgend Adoption Centre in Pant 
Hirwaun, Bryncethin. 

One-year-old Friday was treated 
for conjunctivitis and cat flu and on 
Saturday, May 4, she gave birth to a 
black-and-white kitten. The kitten has 
been named Saturday. 

Sue said: “Friday was clearly trau¬ 
matised by her ordeal when she first 
arrived but she soon turned into a little 
sweetie. 

“She’s very chatty and has obviously 


been someone’s pet at some point. 

“Her kitten Saturday is a little 
miracle. Despite their terrible ordeal 
they’re both doing well and Friday is 
proving to be a fantastic mum.” 

Friday and her kitten won’t be 
available for adoption or reservations 
until they are ready to go to their 
forever homes after about eight weeks. 

Anyone interested in giving them 
a new home can keep an eye out for 
them on the centre’s website: www. 
bridgend. cats. org.uk/bridgend. 

You can also help the centre fund

Sue said: “I urge anyone who is 
no longer able to care for their cat or 
kittens to get in touch with us. 

“We understand that life can change 
drastically and rapidly, so there’s no 
judgement when cats and kittens are 
handed over to us - we just want them 
to be safe and well. 

“It also helps if we can be given 
as much information about the cat’s 
history, personality and likes and 
dislikes that we can pass on to future 
adopters.” 

This year Cats Protection’s cat care 
assistants, who help look after cats like 
Friday and her kitten, are being sup¬ 
ported by players of People’s Postcode 
Lottery, who have raised just over 
£1 million for the charity to-date.

Cllr Vineent Bailey 
met Louis Ross, who 
runs the Beaeh Hut Gift 
Shop and Barrybados, 
last week. During the 
meeting he outlined his 
plans for the Vale and 
pledged to serap the 
eurrent proposals for ear 
parking which were pro- 
dueed under the outgoing 
administration. 

Cllr Bailey hopes to 
form a minority admin¬ 
istration on the eouncil 
next week, but a eoalition 
of other groups eould 
also take control. 

He said: “The traders 
aren’t saying that no-one 
should ever pay to park 
on the Island, but it’s 
elear that the eurrent pro¬ 
posals would be a disas¬ 
ter for them - especially 


during winter. 

“These plans were 
flawed from the start 
and would also do huge 
damage to our struggling 
town eentres. Sadly, the 
poliey looks more like a 
‘eash grab’ than a gen¬ 
uine attempt to improve 
parking in the county. 

“That’s why we need 
to take this package right 
baek to the drawing board 
and work with everyone 
affeeted to eome up with 
a seheme that works for 
the whole of the Vale.” 

Cllr Bailey said other 
groups on the eouneil had 
to make their views clear 
on the issue, particularly 


those seeking to lead the 
eouncil. 

Mr Ross told The 
GEM: “It was a pro- 
duetive meeting. I’ve 
met all the three main 
parties. Plaid, Labour 
and the Conservatives. 
My view is that the 
parking proposals should 
be serapped and we 
should start again. Not 
one trader was properly 
eonsulted.” 

Mr Ross said he hoped 
that the groups taking 
control of the Vale 
Council next week would 
adopt a similar view.

News from the 
Fonmon Apiary, with 
Harold Williams 


DESPITE a 

weather pattern 
that is described 
as unsettled the 
bees are making 
some progress. In 
fact, my attempts 
to handle the rapid 
expansion of all of 
the colonies has not 
been too successful: 
three of them have 
swarmed. 

While swarming 
causes some beekeep¬ 
ers to gnash their teeth 
because of the loss of 
bees, it has to be recog¬ 
nised that the swarming 
impulse is a natural part 
of a honeybee’s lifecy¬ 
cle. It is, after all how 
the species ensures its 
survival: what was one 
colony now has become 
two colonies. 

When a swarm departs 
it is the reigning queen 
(old queen) that leaves 
and takes with her a good 
number of the hive’s 
population, up to some 
30,000 members in fact. 
This is no aimless depar¬ 
ture; ‘scout bees’ have 
aheady selected several 
sites that might suit 
their requirements, and 
eventually a consensus 
is arrived at within the 
swarm and with a deci¬ 
sion made - off they go. 

Why does a swarm 
stop and hang in a large 


ball before final depar¬ 
ture? The answer is that a 
queen bee is not designed 
for flying. She has to take 
frequent rests, her job 
within the colony is that 
of an egg layer and the 
only time she takes to the 
wing is to depart with a 
swarm, or when she was 
a young queen to go out 
and be mated (mating is 
done on the wing). 

The hive from which 
the swarm departs will 
eventually produce a new 
queen. This young queen, 
once mated, will give out 
a chemical signal (pher- 
emone) to let the colony 
members know that she 
is now able to commence 
her egg laying duties and 
thus repopulate the hive. 

All in all, for the bees, 
the whole process has 
been a success. As for 
the beekeeper, let’s hope 
that he/she has gained an 
insight into the world of 
the honeybee. 

The downside, if there 
is a downside, is that 
the beekeeper’s hopes 
of a honey crop may 
be delayed because the 
departing bees took with 
them a good portion of 
the colony’s stores to 
give themselves a few 
days’ grace while they 
begin the making of a 
new home.

C HRIS 
Addison 
has come 
a long way from 

Mock The Week. The 
comedian’s work 
with Armando 
lannucci in The 

Thick Of It has led 
to his involvement 
in lannucci’s 
American political 
satire Veep, in 
which Addison has 
directed several 
episodes. 

Now he makes the 
step up to the big screen 
in The Hustle, a loose 
remake of the Steve 
Martin and Michael 
Caine-starring Dirty 
Rotten Scoundrels 
(which itself was a 
loose remake of 1964’s 
Bedtime Story with 
Marlon Brando and 
David Niven, fact fans). 

It stars Anne 
Hathaway and Rebel 
Wilson as two female 
con artists, the brash 
Lonnie (Wilson) and 
the cunning Josephine 
(Hathaway). The pair 
join forces in the south 
of France to con men 
who have wronged 
women, but what hap¬ 
pens when the pair find 
themselves squeezed 
and under pressure 
from a tech billionaire 
(played by Alex Sharp) 
who latches onto their 
schemes..? 

The Hustle certainly 
isn’t lacking in pedigree; 
Rebel Wilson has proven 
to be a comedic tour 
de force in many of her 
films, Anne Hathaway 
may have erred more 
on the side of drama in 
recent years but she’s 


perfectly adept at exer¬ 
cising her funny bone, 
while Chris Addison’s 
work on Veep has shown 
he has the directorial 
chops to handle comedy. 

So how come The 
Hustle ultimately winds 
up feeling largely flat 
and boring, despite the 
talent on show? 

Well, there are a few 
moments that will raise 
a laugh, but in the main 
this is one of those films 
where it seems like the 
cast and crew are having 
a good time making it, 
but it fails to translate to 
the screen. 

It’s a very clunky 
film, one where every 
narrative turn feels 
forced and pushed into 
position rather than 
flowing naturally; if 
the script didn’t feel so 
contrived at every turn, 
it would have been a far 
more smooth runner, yet 
as it is, while cribbing 
elements from both films 
it’s based on, it doesn’t 
have the finesse nor 
the assured feel that it 
should have. 

Neither Wilson nor 
Hathaway disgrace 
themselves, but while 
the latter does a cut glass 
British accent and shows 
a keen comedic eye, the 
former’s performance 
tends to trade too heavily 
on the sort of roles she’s 
played before, and here, 
in large doses, there are 
times when you wish she 
would tone it down or 
play against type rather 
than hitting the familiar 
notes.

moving on past cleared land carpeted with native 
bluebells. 

Following the Raven Walk with wonderful views 
to Twmbarlwm, Abercam and the Ebbw Valley, a 
long steep climb in a cold stiff breeze led them to the 
summit of Mynydd Margam, with stunning views to 
the central Beacons, Penarth Head, Flat and Steep 
Holm and the Somerset coastline. 

Joining the Rhymney Valley Ridgeway Walk 
with orange tipped butterflies for company, they 
diverted to the remains of Castell Meredydd, which 
overlooks the Rhymney Valley, before fields led 
them to Graig Wyllt, up steep wooden steps where 
a bluebell-coated woodland set on the steep hillside 
brought them back into fields for the trek back to 
Rhiwderin.

LAST Saturday on
